CAMPBELL HELD TO BAIL | 4 $5,000. 


The young man referred to ig our detailed 
account yesterday morning of his depredations 
upon U. 8. mail matter, has, his arrest, 
persistently given his nameas J. Hudson, 
and stoutly maintains that it is his real name. 
This is done by him to shield his relatives and 
family from the poignant sorrow and disgmee 
of his present condition, but this regard for 
feelings of a father and mother most unhappily 
begins too late. It should have stayed him 
earlier in his career ; but, for the value of the 
warning to thousands like him in being tempt- 
ed, but still without reproach, no subterfage 
or fictitious name can shield him now. 
The young man is John Campbell, son of 
Alexander Campbell, a very worthy and es- 


teemed Scotchman—a retired 
siding at Newport, &t. Ca ie on 
the river St. Clair, midway beveen the lake 


of that name and Lake Huron, Jphn is about 
twenty-one, and of youthful appearance for bis 
age. His parents are pious and excellent peo- 
ple- and bave striven by every means in their 
power to check the waywardness of their son, 
who left them some three years ago to carve 
out his fortunes for himself, illy ballasted for 
the voyage of life, being a runaway from his 
home, having shaken off parental restraint. 
He has, alas! made a short rua of it, and a 
wreck, one of the most remarkable in its char- 
acter of any we remember, iu the teeming list 
of young lives ruined. 

He has been for three months in his position 
as train-boy, with duties and re fully de- 
scribed in Col. Hammond's letter, which is ap, 
peaded.

The long-continued and 
intemperate interference of the Northern peo- 
ple with the question of slavery in the Soutb- 
ean States has at length pes ite natural 
The different sections of the Union are 
now arrayed against each other, and the time 
has arrived, so much dreaded by the Father of 
his Country, when hostile 
have been formed. This does not p 
solely from the claim on the of 
or the Territorial ure to exclude 


feat the execution of the Bp wt Slave 
law ; but the immediate peril arises from inces- 
sant and violent agitation of the slavery ques- 
tion in the North for the last quarter of a cen- 
tury which has produced its malign influence 
on the slaves, and inspiresthem with vague 
notions of freedom. Hence a sense of security 
no longer existe around the family altar. This 
feeling of peace at home has given place to ap- 
prehension of servile insurrection. Many a 
matron throughout the South retires at ut 
in dread of what may befall herself and 
ren before the morning. Should this aioe. 
hension of domestic danger extend and inten- 
sify itself until it shall pervade the masses 
ofthe Southern peor, then disunion will be- 
come inevitable. Sclf-preservation isthe first 
law of nature, and no political union, however 
fraught with bless essings and benefits in all other 
respects, can long continue, if the necessary 
consequence be to render the homes and fire- 
sides of nearly _ the parties to it habitu- 
ally and hopelessly insecure. Sooner or later 
the bonds of =e a union must be severed. 
it is my conviction that this fatal period has 
not yet arrived. 

Alter referring to the incessant agitation 
against slavery at the North for the last tweu- 
ty-tive years, both by the press and the oye

ing subject, he remarks: How easy 
would it oe for the American people

The 
late election having been held in strict con- 
formity with the prov isions of the Constitu- 
tion, docs not justify a revolution to destroy 
this very Constitution. Reason, justice and 
regard for the Constitution, all require that we 
shall wait for some overt and dangerous act 
on the part of the President elect before re- 
sorting to such a remedy.

The President reaeseris the power of Con- 
wress over property in the Territories, and the 
sacred rights of property are recognized by the 
Constitution. 

The most palpable violation of constiiu- 
tional duty woich has yet been committed, 
consists in the acte of different State la- 
tures to defeat the execution of the fu; ae 
slave law. It oughtto be remembered 
ever, that, for these acts, neither Congress o 
any President can justly be held responsible. 


Having been passed in violation of the Federal 
Conetitation. the are, therefore, null and | 
void. It will be the duty of the a Presi- 


dent, as it has been my own, to aet with vigor 
in executing the Fugitive Slave | i against 
confirmed enactments ef State latures. 


We are not to presume in advance that he will | 
violate bis duty, which would be at war with | 
every principle of justice. Let us wait for the

sue s ugitive Slave law has been carried into | 
execation in every contested case since the | 
commevcement of the present Administration. 
Let us trust that the State Legislatures wili 
repeal their unconstitutional and obnuxious 
enactments. Unless this shall be done with- 
out any unnecessary delay, it is impossible 
for any human power to save the Union; 
and the Southern States have a right to de- 
mand this act of justice from the Northern 
Siates. Should this be refused, the injured 
States, after having first used ‘all peaceful 
icans to obtain redress, would be justified in 
revolutionary resistance to the Government of 
the Union, 

The alleged princiels, that as each State be- 
came a party te the Union by the vote of ils 
own people assembled in Convention, 80 any 
one of them may retire from the Union in 
a similar manner, by the vote of such Conven- 
tion, is wholly inconsistent with the history as 
well a8 the character of the Federal Constitu- 
tion.

bound thereby, anything in the constitution 
or laws of any State or Territory to the contra- 
ry notwithstanding. The government created 
by the Constitution, and pw authority 
from the sovereign people of of the sever- 
States, has precisely the same t to exercise 
its power over the people of all these States 
in the enumerated cases, that each one of them 
esses over subjects not del to the 
a States, but reserved to the States re- 
tively, or to the people. To the extent of 
e delegated wers,'the Constitution of the 
United States is as much a part of the Consti- 
tution of each State, and is as binding on its 
peot le, oe though it fhad been actually insert- 
therein, 

This Government, therefore, is a Fe rm 
powerful Government, invested all the 
attributes of sovereignty over the special sub- 
jects to which its authority extends. It may 

be asked, then, are the people of the State 
without redress st the tyranny and op- 
pression of the Federal Government? By no 
means. The right of resistance on the part of
